Poundland hit with £170k penalty after mice found inside firm's new acquisition

Poundland bosses have been or¬ 
dered to pay nearly £170,000 after 
Kingston’s 99p Store was invaded by 
mice that snacked on pet food and 
left merchandise covered in urine. 

Representatives from the Wheat- 
field Way bargain shop, recently 
taken over by Poundland, were 
hauled before Croydon Crown 
Court last Friday, January 22. 

Environmental health officers, 
who visited the shop five times in 



2014 and 2015, found “exces¬ 
sive temperatures, un¬ 
safe step stools, a 
dirty staff kitchen, 
leaking pipe work 
and no hot water”, 

Kingston Council 
said. 

A spokesman 
added: “99p Stores 
Ltd were very slow 
to act on either the 
officer’s advice or 
their own pest control 
company.” 

At the same hearing 99p 
was fined £246,824

separate health offences commit¬ 
ted at its Ealing shop - bringing 
the total fine to £416,114 for 
13 offences, which it admit¬ 
ted at an earlier hearing. 
The company had only 
recently been fined 
£154,000 after being taken 
to court by Croydon 
Council. Poundland must 
pay the fines following its 
takeover of the 99p Stores 
chain, Kingston Council said. 
Councillor Cathy Roberts, cabi¬ 
net member for environmental 
health, said: “Our regulatory en¬ 
forcement team are here to protect 


residents and staff who work in the 
borough and to ensure all business¬ 
es in the borough comply with food 
and safety legal requirements to 
trade safely. When one business ig¬ 
nores basic standards and puts resi¬ 
dents, visitors and their staff at risk, 
it is our duty to make sure they are 
brought to account.” 

A spokesman for Poundland said: 
“The offences at the 99p Kingston 
store are historical and not indica¬ 
tive of the standards under our new 
management. Poundland takes mat¬ 
ters relating to the health and safety 
of its colleagues and customers very 
seriously.”

Mayor’s 

deputy 

resigns 


COUNCILLOR Mary Clark has 
resigned from her deputy may¬ 
or role citing “personal rea¬ 
sons”. 

Cllr Clark stepped down on 
Monday saying the decision 
was “a difficult one” and stress¬ 
ing that it had “nothing to do 
with her health.” She said: “I 
have resigned for personal rea¬ 
sons. It has absolutely nothing 
to do with my health and I will 
continue as a councillor. People 
can read between the lines.” 

She lodged a formal com¬ 
plaint with Conservative Party 
headquarters last year about 
“unfair treatment” from coun¬ 
cil leader Kevin Davis, but it 
was not upheld by the party af¬ 
ter it said it found no evidence 
to support her claims. 

Kingston Mayor Cllr Roy 
Arora said: “The roles of may¬ 
or and deputy mayor are apolit¬ 
ical and demanding ones. They 
are also very important for our 
local community. 

“Cllr Clark has been my dep¬ 
uty for eight months; I thank 
her for her support during this 
time and I wish her good health 
for the future. I hope to see a 
new deputy appointed soon.” 


Teenager cleared of stab charge

Basel Elmaarfi, 19, was accused of 
stabbing Alexander Danabalan, now 
41, in Sussex Road on the evening of 
March 30,2015, after his son Brandon 
had argued with Mr Elmaarfi in the 
nearby restaurant. 

A brawl broke out after Mr Dana¬ 
balan arrived to collect his son from 
the restaurant, dur¬ 
ing which he was 
stabbed in the leg and 
back. 

Mr Elmaarfi, of 
Ullswater Cres¬ 
cent, Kingston, was 
cleared of the charge 
at Kingston Crown 
Court on Monday. 

In his closing state¬ 
ment, defending law¬ 
yer Jonathan Kinne- 
ar said: “It is clear 
[Mr Danabalan] was 
stabbed. 

“It’s clear that he 
was stabbed twice, 
there is no excuse for 
that. 

“You cannot be 
sure that Mr El¬ 
maarfi was the stab- 
ber. There is no foren¬ 
sic evidence to link 
Mr Elmaarfi with the 
knife or the stabbing. 

“He was either im¬ 
possibly lucky or he 
didn’t do it.” 

CCTV shown at the 
trial displayed Mr El¬ 
maarfi and Mr Dana- 
balan’s son Brandon 
arguing in McDon-

aid’s moments before the stabbing, 
with the row quickly spilling out into 
the street. 

In an earlier hearing Brandon 
Danabalan denied knowing Mr El¬ 
maarfi before the incident, despite 
phone records showing a message 
asking him for drugs, which he put 
down to having lent his phone to a 
friend. 

In a heated exchange during the 
trial Brandon Danabalan gestured 
towards the dock and branded Mr El¬ 
maarfi a “f****** p****” an( i told him 
to “go and do his f****** time”. 

Mr Kinnear added: “He turned in 


quite an extraordinary performance. 
Brandon was prepared to do any¬ 
thing that he could to incriminate 
Mr Elmaarfi.” 

The trial was the second time Mr 
Elmaarfi had faced charges of griev¬ 
ous bodily harm over the incident, 
after a jury in August failed to reach 
a verdict, prompting a retrial. He was 
held in custody between the trials. 

His father, Giuma Elmaarfi, said: 
“I respect the law and accord in Brit¬ 
ain. Even if something like this hap¬ 
pens it is a mistake. 

“It’s very frustrating, it’s nearly 
destroyed the family.”

KINGSTON is one of the hap¬ 
piest boroughs in London - 
according to Twitter. 

The town’s social media us¬ 


ers generated so many happy 
tweets it was ranked the sev¬ 
enth most-joyful borough in 
the capital and the cheeriest 
in south-west London. 

But neighbouring bor¬ 
oughs did not fare as well. 
Merton and Richmond came 
in at 16th and 22nd while Sut¬ 


ton is the most miserable of 
all London’s 33 boroughs ac¬ 
cording to its tweeters. 

The social media survey is 
on display at Somerset House 
as part of its Big Bang Data 
exhibition until February 28. 
More than 1.5 million tweets 
with location information 


were analysed between De¬ 
cember 15 and January 14. 

The sentiment of a tweet 
was determined by running 
it against a list of 2,500 Eng¬ 
lish words. Tweets were rat¬ 
ed from a sad minus five to a 
happy plus five. 

It found that Sutton, de¬ 


spite boasting some of the 
best schools, rents and leafy 
green spaces in London, was 
still the capital’s most miser¬ 
able place. 

Cheerful Kingstonians pre¬ 
dictably used social media to 
celebrate the news. Cllr An¬ 
drea Craig said on Facebook: 
“We all know it but now Twit¬ 
ter has confirmed Kingston 
is one of the happiest places 
to live.” 

South-east London’s Bex¬ 
ley claimed the happiest bor¬ 
ough title. 

Claire Catterall, director 
of exhibitions at Somerset 
House, said: “It is interesting 
that it is the outer boroughs 
which all take the top spots at 
both ends of the scale. 

“Before we analysed the 
data, we automatically as¬ 
sumed that people would be 
posting the happiest tweets 
from the top attractions of 
London in the centre of the 
city. 

“But with the likes of Bex¬ 
ley, you have the bright lights 
of London only a few miles 
away, but also a distinctly 
countryside feel too with 
open spaces on your door¬ 
step. 

“It seems like in order to be 
truly happy in London, you 
need to experience the best 
of both worlds.” 


THE first phase of a £21 mil¬ 
lion expansion project for the 
New Victoria Hospital is al¬ 
most complete 

The Kingston hospital’s ex¬ 
ternal structure of the north 
wing is complete. 

When fully finished in a 
few months’ time it will in¬ 
clude a new high dependen¬ 
cy unit, a 14-bed day surgery 
unit, a larger pathology labo¬ 
ratory and a new pharmacy, 
the hospital said. 

By the later end of 2017 the 
second phase of development 
will bring a new outpatient 
department, five more con¬ 
sulting rooms and a larger 
imaging department for the 
hospital, based in Coombe 
Lane West. 

Chief executive Graham 
Ball said: “Of course, the 
most important attribute of 
our hospital has always been 
the expertise of our staff and 
the caring ambience that per¬ 
vades throughout. 

“When the redevelopment 
is complete we will be as 
proud of the physical envi¬ 
ronment as we are of our pa¬ 
tient care.” 

The private, charity-owned 
hospital is one of the few re¬ 
maining independent hospi¬ 
tals in the country and has 
been running for almost six¬ 
ty years. 


Cycle project running late 


THE third phase of Kingston’s £33m 
mini-Holland cycling project is now 
running almost a year behind schedule. 

The Kingston bridge connectivi¬ 
ty scheme is planned to run on the 
Thames alongside Riverside Walk and 
connect with the currently under-con¬ 
struction Portsmouth Road path to the 
town centre. 

Plans were meant to go to public con¬ 
sultation at the beginning of January 
but Kingston Council has said they 
will not be ready until at least the end 
of the year. Proposals for the riverside 
path have already been subject to com¬ 
plaints from river users. 

Steve Collins, chairman of the Riv¬ 
er Users Group, said: “The riverside is 
busy in the summer and susceptible to 
flooding in the winter when the river 
runs high. People have an emotional 
attachment to the riverside in Kingston 
and do not come to watch cyclists rid¬ 
ing up and down it.” 

Kingston Council was one of three 
London boroughs awarded mini-Hol- 


land funding by Boris Johnson in 2013 
and the project has already been sub¬ 
ject to delays, with work only begin¬ 
ning on the first phase in Portsmouth 
Road in December 2015. 

Councillor Terry Paton said: “This 
is a positive delay that illustrates our 
commitment to listening to the commu¬ 
nity and reassessing our proposals.”

THE owner of the Kingston 
cereal cafe that charged din¬ 
ers £6 a bowl has shut up 
shop, claiming his business 
should have been given free 
advertising by Kingston 
Council. 

Ramon Mullan, 30, said “it 
just wasn’t worth it” after 
less than a year of trading. 

Cereal Bar opened in a 
prime spot in Fife Road last 
February, aimed at students. 


It also sold crisp sandwich¬ 
es and milkshakes, and fea¬ 
tured retro games consoles. 

Mr Mullan, from Epsom, 
said: “It wasn’t profitable in 
this area and there was not 
enough help from anyone. 

“Blame the council. They 
forget about little business¬ 
es. The council should have 
given us a little bit of money, 
or they should have given us 
free advertising around the 
town.” 

In response, Conservative 
Grove councillor Phil Doyle 
said: “The council is not re¬ 
sponsible for supplying free 


advertising for businesses. 

“I am not sure residents 
would welcome their mon¬ 
ey being spent, because the 
council doesn’t have any 

“There is a business fail¬ 
ure here.” 

Liberal Democrat Jon 
Tolley, who owns indie shop 
Banquet Records, said: 
“There is nothing to cele¬ 
brate when an independent 
business goes bust. 

“I would rather that than 
another Starbucks. 

“Kingston is a very expen¬ 
sive place to live, it’s hard 
for all of us, but independ¬ 
ent businesses invest in the 
town.” 

The cafe was the second 
of its kind in the UK, after 
Cereal Killer in Shoreditch, 
which is still running. 

Customers paid about £2.70 
for a small bowl of cereal, 
with large bowls costing up 
to £6. 

A single Pop Tart cost 
£1.50. 

When the cafe debuted 
Mr Mullan claimed he had 
bought the entire UK sup¬ 
ply of Hershey’s Cookies ‘n’ 
Cream as an opening gambit.

Chef accused of stabbing his 
boss after clash over contract

A CURRY house owner was 
stabbed by a member of staff as he 
was held back by another worker 
just metres from diners in a row 
over management of the business, 
a court heard. 

Chef Aziz Miah, of Clayton 
Road in Chessington, is alleged to 
have stabbed business partner Mo¬ 
hammed Rahman at the Red Rose 
last Tuesday, January 20, 2015, 
while fellow chef Mohammed 
Fayzur Rahman, 39, who is not re¬ 
lated to the victim, is said to have 
held onto him during the attack. 

Mr Rahman was hospitalised 
with injuries “so serious” doctors 
feared his arm would have to be 
amputated, Kingston Crown Court 
heard this week. 

He told jurors: “Suddenly Mr 
Miah came very fast and stabbed 
me on my right-hand side. Luckily 
he stabbed me on my belt, other¬ 
wise it would have gone through. 
He [Mr Rahman] didn’t let me go. 
He held my trousers so I couldn’t 
run away.” 

Mr Miah, 54, and the victim 
were said to have argued over a 
new contract that would have seen 
Mr Miah relinquish his ties to Mr

occurred. He held up his right arm 


in defence and the knife sliced 
open his forearm, jurors heard. 

The court was told Mr Miah 
then ran to his home, washed his 
hands, and when questioned by 
his daughter, said he had attacked 
someone. Mr Douglas said: “Mr 
Miah was clearly upset about be¬ 
ing told to leave his business. 


“There was no reason for him to 
say this to his daughter if it was 
not true. This can only have been 
a deliberate attempt to cause seri¬ 
ous harm.” 

Both Mr Miah and Mr Rahman, 
of Lonsdale Avenue, East Ham, 
deny causing grievous bodily 
harm. The trial continues.

TRANSPORT for London (TfL) has 
moved to quash fears that Surbiton 
would lose its fast trains if it takes 
over and converts South West Trains 
suburban lines to the London Over¬ 
ground. 

TfL announced last week it would 
take on all of London’s suburban rail 
network alongside the Department for 
Transport, beginning in 2018. 

Commuters who use Surbiton spe¬ 
cifically for fast trains into London 
Waterloo feared the worst. 

Passenger Rob Pattenden tweeted: 
“It’ll be the end of fast trains from 
Surbiton and won’t solve infrastruc¬ 
ture issues, increase services or lower 
prices.” 

But a TfL spokesman said: “[We will 
ensure] no adverse impacts on the 
frequency, journey times or stopping 
patterns of longer distance services to 
and from London.” 

South West Trains’ franchise is un¬ 
der negotiation - with TfL currently 
running a consultation with com¬ 
muters about their experiences of 
the service - but reports suggested a

break clause is likely to be included in 
any new contract that would allow City 
Hall to take over in 2019. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP James 
Berry said: “This should be an impe¬ 
tus for reducing overcrowding on peak 
services, increasing the frequency of 
trains on the Chessington branch and 
bringing our stations into the 21st cen¬ 
tury with disabled access.” 

Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin said: “This new partner¬ 


ship represents a huge opportunity to 
transform travel by putting passengers 
where they should be - at the heart of 
the rail network.” 

Late last year concerns were also 
raised over the possibility of losing 
the fast trains to Crossrail 2. A pro¬ 
ject spokesman told worried Kingston 
Council Liberal Democrats that fast 
services through Surbiton would be 
protected, but admitted he could not 
“make guarantees for 15 years’ time”.

CREW members aboard the 
International Space Station 
(ISS) have teamed up with 
school gardening campaign¬ 
ers to create an out-of-this- 
world experiment for pupils, 
in which children will grow 
rocket seeds that have been 
stored in the microgravity of 
Earth’s orbit. 

The salad seeds will be 
raised by Tolworth Girls’ 
School pupils alongside a 
second batch that has been 
stored more conventionally 
on terra firma. 

The girls will measure the 
difference in their growth 
patterns over seven weeks. 

Tolworth Girls’ will be one 
of up to 10,000 schools to re¬ 
ceive a packet of 100 seeds 
when they are returned from 
orbit in April. 

Last September, 2kg of 
seeds were flown to the ISS 
on Soyuz 44S as part of the 
Rocket Seeds project, a joint 
effort by the RHS Campaign 
for School Gardening and the 
UK Space Agency. 


Tolworth science teacher 
Sarah McLaughlin said: “We 
are very excited to be taking 
part in Rocket Science. 

“This is the first time our 
young scientists will be in¬ 
volved in a national experi¬ 
ment and share their learn¬ 
ing with the whole school 
community. 

“This experiment is a fan¬ 
tastic way of teaching our 
pupils to think more scientif¬ 
ically and hopefully their ex¬ 
perience with Rocket Science 
will develop their interest in 
plant growth and develop¬ 
ment.” 

Rocket Science is one of 


several educational projects 
designed to mark British as¬ 
tronaut Tim Peake’s mission 
to the ISS, which launched 
last month. 

It is not the borough’s only 
link to the final frontier, how¬ 
ever. 

The first Briton in space, 
Helen Sharman, set off for 
the Mir space station in 1991. 

She later became technical 
services manager for science, 
engineering and computing 
at Kingston University

He said: “I will be testing 
myself in one of the wildest 
and toughest environments 
nature has to offer - there is 
nowhere to hide. 

“I will be rowing for a 
month non-stop in two-hour 


shifts on a seat designed by 
the Spanish inquisition. 

“Initially suffering from 
sea sickness, constantly bat¬ 
tling physical and mental 
exhaustion, all overshad¬ 
owed by chronic sleep dep¬ 
rivation. 

“Fundraising for an addic¬ 
tion charity feels to me like 
I am giving something back. 

“I hope to be able to com¬ 


plete this amazing adven¬ 
ture whilst also being able 
to raise money for a charity 
which is close to my heart.” 

Tristan Millington-Drake, 
director of fundraising at 
Action on Addiction, said: 
“We are delighted that Roger 
approached us and said that 
he would like to fundraise.”

Consulting

30-year-old Searchlight Com¬ 
munity Centre, in March. 

The authority said the pro¬ 
posals will “modernise the 
way we deliver youth work” 
in a “broader range of set¬ 
tings”. 

Youth services are run by 
community interest compa¬ 
ny Achieving for Children 
(AfC), which revealed an 
overspend of £1.5 million 
last year, leaving the compa¬ 
ny with £4 million of cuts to 
make over the next two years. 

The consultation states: 
“AfC will deliver youth work 
that responds to the needs of 
our most vulnerable young 
people and has also identified 
opportunities that enable 
youth work to take place in 
a broader range of settings.”

I WISH to express my personal 
disappointment with the 
decision made last week by the 
council’s development control 
committee to approve the 
Tolworth Towers application. 

There were a number of 
policy grounds to reject the 
application including, in order 
of resident priority fed back 
to me and my ward colleagues, 
density and impact on the local 
area, parking, poor amenity 
space and a lack of affordable 
homes. 

But it was the overwhelming 
resident opposition to the 
scheme I think was most 
important. There is often 
opposition to development, but 
the message from residents 
here came from all corners 
and was loud and clear: no to 
over-development in Tolworth. 
I’m not sure that message was 
properly acknowledged. 

People do want to see 
regeneration in Tolworth, 
but we need the right mix of 
housing, leisure and amenity 
space, green and open space, and 
retail. This application fell well 
short. 

Yes, we need to build more 
homes, but we should never 
sell out on our communities 
with average developments that 
will ultimately outlive us and 
provide the urban backdrop for 
our children and grandchildren. 
Look at Vauxhall. 

Tolworth - guardian of our 
south-west corridor to the finest 
city in the world - deserves 
better. 

I was disappointed too by the 
Liberal Democrats’ attempts to 
score political points on the back 
of the decision, having done 
virtually nothing to campaign 
for and represent Tolworth 
residents when it mattered. 

Now is not the time for 
political game-playing or 
Twitter nonsense. The residents 
of Tolworth deserve better than 
that. 

We will work alongside 


residents to explore our 
grounds to challenge the 
decision, continuing to oppose 
further over-development.

I WAS also at the David Bowie 
concert at the Toby Jug in 1972 - 
here are my memories. 

It was a Thursday night. 

Andy Keyes, Cathy Lord and I 
decided to go to the Toby Jug in 
Tolworth to see the show. 

Andy and I lived in New 
Malden so it was just five 
minutes down the road by car. 

I was 18 that week and had just 
learned to drive. 

The Toby Jug was an old- 
fashioned pub. We went in and 
paid our money - Andy thinks 
it was about 60p or 70p - at the 
desk on the right. 

The bar must have been 
straight ahead, and the show 
took place in a room just off to 
the left. 


It was a very small venue, not 
much bigger than a large living 
room, but we packed in. 

I’ve heard there were about 
60 people in the room, which 
would be about right. 

I think everyone at that time 
was looking for a new sound. 

The 1960s had finished, the 
Beatles had parted ways, we 
wanted something new and we 
heard it that night at the Toby 
Jug in Tolworth. 

Were we shocked? No, it was 
just what we wanted - a fresh, 
different sound blasting at us at 
the start of the 70s. 

To be honest, the only song 
I knew by David was Space 
Oddity and the rest of the show 
was totally new to me. 

I remember him playing 
Space Oddity, which was a 


very low-key version certainly, 
not the full production sound 
released as the single in 1969, 
but that night was unique as we 
all saw the birth of Bowie and 
it really was something very 
special. 

I remember leaving the venue 
and buying the Hunky Dory 
album, which was on sale at the 
front desk. 

I decided to order his next 
album, Ziggy Stardust and the 
Spiders from Mars, on the first 
day it was released, which was a 
few months later in June 1972. 

After that concert I became a 
Bowie fan and continued to buy 
his albums through the years. 

It was like we discovered him.

COLOUR-WISE: We are seeing a 
surge in the use of strong and play¬ 
ful colours, instead of using greys. 

Remaining still is the use of vibrant 
jewel tones. The use of deep, dark 
aubergine, bold greens alongside a 
touch of rich colours such as canary 
yellow, lilac and purple tones are 
delivering a super chic style. 

Often, when shifting to more calm¬ 
ing atmospheres in rooms such as 
bedrooms, alabaster is used to repre¬ 
sent mindfulness and well-being, 
complimented by the use of milky 
blues, shades of lavender and cream.

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Sundance set for 
summer return 


Sundance's London Film Festival 
is returning this summer after 
missing 2015. 

Previously hosted at the 02 
from 2012 to 2014, the 
film festival which gives 
premieres to lots of cool indie 
movies will move to 
Picturehouse Central from June 2 
to 5 this year. 

Oscar winner Robert Redford 
founded the non-profit 
Sundance Institute (named after 
his Butch Cassidy and the 
Sundance Kid character) in 1981 
to champion film and theatre 
artists to thrive. 

He started Sundance Film 


Festival in Salt Lake City in 1985 
and it has gained a reputation 
for giving a big break to film 
makers such as Kevin Smith, 
Quentin Tarantino, David 
0 Russell, Steven Soderbergh 
and movies such as Saw, The 
Blair Witch Project, Reservoir 
Dogs, Little Miss Sunshine, 
Donnie Darko, 500 Days of 
Summer and Whiplash. 

Sundance London has 
previously attracted the likes of 
Prince Charles, Michael 
Fassbender, Gemma Arterton, 
Ryan Reynolds and the Eagles.

Sir Ian McKellen is leading the way 
in a star-studded Shakespeare on 
Film season at the British Film 
Institute to mark 400 years since 
the playwright's death. 

The Shakespearean actor, 76, who 
adapted and starred in an 
acclaimed 1995 version of Richard 
III which shot across London at 
locations including Eltham Palace, 
helped launch the BFI's season 
which features 40 films and 25 
events at BFI Southbank and more 
at cinemas around the country. 

Speaking at a launch event at BFI 
Southbank on Monday, Sir Ian said 
there were difficulties taking 
Shakespeare from the theatre to 
the screen but they can be over¬ 
come. He said: "If you see a film, 
you want it to be great cinema over 
great Shakespeare. And of course, 
the plays still remain. I think 
everyone should do whatever they 
like with Shakespeare." 

Describing the Bard's legacy as a 
'hydra-headed brand', Sir Ian said: 
"Shakespeare is more than just 
plays in the theatre. 

"Baz Luhrmann's adaptation of 
Romeo and Juliet is immensely the¬ 
atrical but totally cinematic and 
slashed text but the essence of 
Shakespeare is in there." 

Head curator of the BFI's national 
archive Robin Baker introduced the 
wide-ranging programme. 

He said: "Although Shakespeare 
died 400 years ago, there is no 
other writer who has had a greater 
impact on cinema. In a way, the 
numbers speak for themselves. If 
you look up Shakespeare on IMDB 
it comes up with 1,120 credits." 

He added: "Live theatre offers 
something that is clearly immedi¬ 
ate and very intimate between the 
audience and the people on stage 


yet film can offer a very different 
kind of intimacy and complicity 
with the audience by the advan¬ 
tage of having the close-up." 

Shakespeare on Film runs from 
March 31 to May 31 and features a 
who's who of cinema, with features 
directed by and starring the likes of 
Laurence Olivier, Roman Polanski, 
Orson Welles, Kenneth Branagh, 
Maggie Smith, Judi Dench, Gus Van 
Sant and Heath Ledger. 

Among the events is an exhibi¬ 
tion remembering Olivier's 1948 
version of Hamlet, a series of 
restored silent shorts played 
alongside specially-composed 
music and television previews 
including BBC2's The Hollow Crown: 
The Wars of the Roses, Henry VI 
parts 1 and 2, which stars Hugh 
Bonneville, Sally Hawkins, Benedict 
Cumberbatch and Michael 
Gambon. 

Sir Ian's 1995 version of Richard 
III has been restored and will get a 
premiere at the BFI Southbank on 
April 28 including live chat with the 
actor and director Richard 
Longacre. 

His Richard III was shot around 
the capital, including at the old 
Bankside Power Station (now the 
Tate Modern), Battersea Power 
Station, Strawberry Hill House and 
Eltham Palace. 

Sir Ian said: "I have always 
thought it might be fun to take a 
bus tour around the sites of 
Richard III in London and you 
would watch snippets of the film 
sitting in the coach and then you 
would arrive at the location and 
see it in person." 

It seems the actor will get his 
wish, with such tours planned as 
part of the season.

Should you buy or rent? 


Whether to buy or rent a property 
can be one of the biggest and most 
significant decisions that you can 
make. Here in the UK we place 
a great emphasis on the pride of 
home ownership, but life is not 
always so simple as to make the 
choice an easy one, writes Anna 
Francis. 

Hopefully this round-up will 
assist you in deciding whether 
buying or renting a property is the 
best option for you in 2016. 

From April of this year, there will 
be a 3% surcharge on each stamp 
duty band for buy-to-let landlords 
and those buying second homes. It 
is estimated that this new charge 
will have gathered around an extra 
£1bn for the treasury in the next 
five years. However, the move could 
(and is likely to) have far reaching 
consequences. 

The changes mean that (for 
example) the 2% stamp duty on a 
property worth between £125,000 
and £250,000 will increase to 
5%. With the average buy-to- 


let mortgage sitting at around 
£184,000, this increase will mean 
that landlords will need to come 
up with an extra £5,520, once the 
changes are implemented in April. 

Not only are buy-to-let investors 
going to have to deal with the 
increase in stamp duty, but also 
in capital gains tax. They will get 
a lower rate of tax relief on their 
mortgage payments (due to be 
introduced in 2017), and also have 
to pay all capital gains tax within 
30 days of selling a property, 
instead of at the end of the tax 
year. 

You may be thinking that this 
doesn't affect you as the tenant - 
but if you expect that your landlord 
is just going to soak up these extra 
charges, then you may need to 
think again. 

Just as government policy looks 
set to cause massive problems to 
tenants and landlords alike, other 
changes promise to offer a hand 
up for those looking to take the first 
tentative steps onto the property 


ladder. 

Downing Street has announced 
that it will be looking to use 
public land to build 200,000 
properties for first time buyers 
under the age of 40, that will be 
sold at below the market rate. 

The government also wants to 
encourage local councils to give 
land with planning permission to 
people who want to build their own 
homes. The proposed regeneration 
of the railway system is also 
expected to contribute towards 
freeing up enough public land for 
150,000 homes. 

The council house Right to 
Buy scheme, introduced some 
years ago, allows council tenants 
to purchase their home from the 
government at a heavily discounted 
rate (up to 70%). The scheme 
shall now be extended to include 
those who rent from housing 
associations. On top of all of 
this, inheritance tax on properties 
below £1m will end.

What's new? The Renegade is a 
chunky little crossover with SUV 
looks and, at the top end of the 
range, the guts to back up its 
beefy appearance. It's yours in more 
efficient two-wheel or surprisingly 
capable four-wheel drive guises, 
including a Trail Rated version that 
adds a small fortune to the price 
but turns it into a tenacious little 
off-roader. 

The Night Eagle is a special 
edition limited to just a few hun¬ 
dred units in the UK, with a handful 
of European markets getting small 
numbers as well. It gets some 
specification upgrades, although 
these haven't been fully confirmed 
for the UK market yet, and a semi- 
matt dark grey paint option that 
looks the business. 

Looks and image: Who doesn't 
love a limited edition, right? Buyers 
will hope that extra kudos points 
attached to Night Eagle models will 
improve residual values, but don't 
count on dealer-sourced finance to 
reflect that. Still, the chance to own 
something much less common has 
got to carry some weight in the 
showroom. Personally I love the 
Renegade's style. It has signature 
Jeep features like the seven-section 
grille and the trapezoidal wheel 


arches, but the boxy shape around 
them is as classic as it is contempo¬ 
rary. From the high driver's seat, the 
bonnet bulges into view and makes 
the car feel both bigger and meaner 
than it really is. 

Space and practicality: The boot 
is quite big thanks to the height on 
offer. At 351 litres you'll find more 
space than in a Ford Focus but less 
than in a Seat Leon or the Renault 
Captur with its seats pushed all the 


way back for maximum rear 
legroom. The Captur's boot is 
expandable to an amazing 455 
litres, too, so there are better 
options for space hunters. 

There's ample rear legroom, to 
give the Renegade its credit, but 
unlike the Cherokee Night Eagle, it 
holds onto cloth seats. The 
Cherokee equivalent gets leather. 
Practicality in the smaller car should 
be boosted by rear parking sensors, 


which aren't standard on the 
Longitude model upon which the 
Night Eagle is based. 

Behind the wheel: You sit high 
above the road, eyeballing van driv¬ 
ers and surveying the kingdom of 
your driveway, if you have one. 
You're almost above the pedals 
compared to the driving position in 
lower cars, but there's plenty of 
space and the steering wheel 
doesn't clash with your knees. 


Dark styling details are Night 
Eagle add-ons but very little is 
different to an ordinary Renegade. 

The diesel engine is a bit noisy 
here, but it's strong at low revs, 
punting the little Jeep up the road 
easily. It could be taller-geared for 
lower cruising revs, but the other 
side of the coin is that down-shifts 
are rarely needed for motorway 
overtakes. The ride strikes an 
average for the sector, between 


comfort and sportiness. 

Value for money: It's true there's 
not that much going on to tempt 
too much extra money out of buy¬ 
ers, but technological additions do 
add a bit of value. The choice could 
turn out to be a coin-toss between 
this and a standard but higher-spec 
Renegade. There are many people 
out there, though, that just want 
that extra exclusivity, and the Night 
Eagle hits the spot.
